LoNDOM, Oot. 16.-— The GIadeton!an tniu- 
iatry is likely tq be face to face with a politi' 
eal crisis immediately upon the rcaBBombling 
of Parliament, A largo numbor of Liberal 
and Radical mombera c,f tho House of Com- 
mons have agreed to support a resolution 
cwndenuiiB^ Home Secretary Asqaith for his 
action in permitting a large nnmber of police 
officers from London to be sent to Yorkshire,' 
Derbyshire and Nottinghamshiro whore tho 
Strikes of the coal miners are in progress, to 
direct and aBsiet the local force there, Tiie 
Government is also to bo attacked for the 
shooting down of striking minors by the 
military at Feathorstone a few weeks ago. 

It has not yet been decided whether tho 
resolution will take tho form of a vote of 
want of conSdence, but it is believed tho 
Unionists and a lurgo number of tho mem- 
bers on the Tory siiio of tho Houao will sup- 
port whatever resolution may bo presented, 
if only for the purpose of embarrassing the 
Government. 

Some idea of tho prevalent atato of feeling 
can be gathered from an interview a few 
days ago with Samuel Woods, a member of 
tho Liberal majority in tho Houao of Com- 
tnouB, and hitherto a staunch supporter of 
Mr. Uladatono and his policy, Tliia ia what 
ho said : "The shooting of innocent strikers 
by the military was tho foulest attack ever 
made on the workingmen in tho history of 
this country. It was a diabolical thing that a 
body of men who already had sulfered keen- 
ly should be fired upon by soldiers without 
provocation. I shall bo surprised and in- 
sulted if the magistrate who read the riot 
act is nok arrested and tried for wilful mur- 
der. The matter will bo brought before 
Parliament immediately upon the opening 
of the antHmn session, and if tho Liberal 
Government does not defend tho conduct of 
Innocent men, whose lives have been sacri- 
ficed, then I for one will say, ' Turn them 
out.'" 

Hundreds of trades councils and other 
represeniatire louur orgvulziillous tblOUgu- 
out the country have adopted resolotions 
condemning the shooting of the miners, 
while the varions Sooialist societies are 
adopting and signing petitions to tlie House 
of Commons demanding the oondemnatioa 
of tlie. "oapitaliat and .murderoas Liberal 
Government for having sent soldiers to 
shoot down workingmen engaged in a 
rigbteooa struggle ai>ain8t the intolerable 
oppression of capital,"

He Kscapes Vrbn tlie Asylmn With, it la 
Said, the Oonnivance bt His Keepers. 

New York, Oct. 16.— Twp'.Eoglish de- 
tectives will arrive here"ih a^few djys in 
quest of ^ames Dorey, irhp^reoently escaped 
from tie Dandrnm lunatio asylnm in Dublin, 
where ho was confined on a lifo sentence for 
tho murder of his wife and three children at 
Naul, in Ireland. Dorey was assisted in 
his escape by tho chief keeper of tho asylum 
and two undor-keepers. Tho former has 
reeigned and the under-keepers have been 
dismissed by tho lord lieutenant. 

To facilitate tho escRpe a dummy was 
placed in Dorey's bod ; the night watchman 
was completely deceived, A rope fastened 
to a window ia tho coll enabled him to reach 
the open air. A suit of clothes had boon 
placed beforehand in a hut adjoining the 
prison, which was donned by the convict 
and his striped garments left behind. 

The day before tho escape one of his fel- 
low inmates saw him counting the contents 
of a purso filled with gold, a portion of 
which, it is surmised, was for the purpose of 
bribing the keepers. Dorey cume of a good 
family and had considerable property in his 
own right, which he transferred just before 
his trial and conviction. Information 
reached the ofBce of the lord lieutenant of 
Ireland, a few days ago, that the fugitive 
had been seen in New York. This was in 
turn communicated to the Home Office, and 
the detectives, who are the pick of the 
Scotland Yard force, were ordered to take 
the first steamer for this country.

CHILDBM'S WEES. 

Anspidons Opening of the Juveniles Celebra- 
, , tlon at the Fair, 

CaiOAOO, Oct. 16.— Children's Week at 
the Fair opened anspioionsly to-day. First 
with blue skies and with an immense attend- 
ance of beys and girls from the public 
aohools of Chicago. They came early in 
droves, in small squads, in family parties, 
in battalions, in platoons, in long proces- 
sions, in Indian file, two deep and four 
deep. -Pareats, big sisters, other relatives, 
friends and teachers of the happy children 
came along to see that the juveniles did not 
get lost, to keep in check their mis- 
chievous spirit and to guide their 
sight-seeing movements, bo that they 
would spend the day to the best advan- 
tage. Many will oomo again during the 
week under the 10 cent rule, but the poorer 
children who wen; given their tickets by 
the citizens will see the fair only ono day. 
Twenty thousand tickets are now in the 
hands of tho superintendent of schools for 
free distribution. As many moro will 
probably bo given before the end of the 
week. There are 175,0(X) children in Chi- 
cago public Bchools, and it ia estimated that 
more than 50,000 of them have not 10 cents 
and car faro to bring them to tho fair 
grounds. Tho Administration rotunds, the 
avenues and piazzis of the White City, were 
turned into a huge playground this morning, 
and the pranks of tho schoolboys made a 
lively scene, which was a refreshing change 
from the sedateness which characterized the 
adult visitors in the past. 



ENSLAVED ClILNESE. 

Terrible CQUdlllon of a Numbi'r of Celestials 
Brought IJown From Alaekitn 
Canneries. 

Sak Fran-cisco, Oct. 16. — More Chinese, 
more misery and more canned aolmou ar 
rived on Friday from Karluk, Alaska, on 
tho bark Nicholas Thayer. Two of tho 
Chinese packers died en route. There were 
150 Celestials on board and 125 white fish- 
ermen. Among the Chinese it was the same 
old story of hard work and disease, tho 
Thayer's heathen passongers being, if any 
thing, a dirtier looking lot than those of the 
barks Elsinor, Fresno and Eleotra, which 
arrived a few days ogo. When boatmen 
went alongside of the Thayer they found 
a number of sick Chinamen lying aljout the 
docks and laid out in bunks bulow. Goo 
poor fellow had been stretched out on the 
main hatch since last evening, so some of 
tho white fishermen said, 

A horrible stench arose from the quarters 
of the Chinese. Above and between decks 
filth and corruption was at every hand. To 
make matters worse for the liOO souls 
board of the Thayer, heavy weather was 
exgerienced nearly all the way down the 
coast. While in latitude 52 degrees 32 
minutes south, longitude 40 degrees 40 
minutes west, tho bark ran into a regular 
hurricane. For three hours tho Thayer was 
under bare poles. Seas broke over the ves- 
sel and flooded her decks. The Chinese 
thought the end had come, and mournful 
human cries were mingled with the voices 
of the atorm. 



IMMENSE ATTENDANCE. 

The World's Fair Crou-deil-ratrlotlc Day- 
Lord Aberilcen at Chlcai:o, 

QltiCACJO, Oct. Hi. — Tho attendance for 
the pist week at the fair has boon something 
over 2,000,000 persons. If the same ratio 
of attendance continues it will bring the 
grand total up to about 22,000,000, Tho 
great event of next week is Manhattan day, 
Saturday, October 21, It is thought 100,- 
000 New Yorkers will be present. Presi- 
dent Cleveland's attendance that day is 
among the possibilities. 

The Daughters of the American Bevolu- 
tion are advocating the question of celebrat- 
ing October 30, the last regular day of the 
fair, as Patriotic day. An addrpps him bjen 
issued to patriotic societies, explaining the 
plans, signed by Mrs. Adlai K. Stevenson, 
president, and other oflicera of the Daugh- 
ters of the P.iivolution. Tho World's Fair 
board of directors have adopted o resolu- 
tion regarding tho proposed celebration, 
commending it as extremely fittint; and ro- 
coniniendin',' to tho Council of Adininialrn- 
tion that said day bo lormed Columbus day 
and arrangemi'nta for its celebration be 
made on a acalo befitting its importanco- 
Tho ladies Hue^est, however, that the day 
be called Patriotic day. 

Ten thnnsand tiulictH of admitsion to the 
World'H Fair were uivi-n to the principals of 
tho various public schools of tho city on .Sa- 
turday for distribution among pupils l)y 
various public spirited citizons. 

Tho Farl of Aberdeen, governor-general 
of Canada, nccom[)iiniod by Lady Aberdeen 
and children, arrived Saturday afternoon, 
for the purpose of Bpcnding a week at tho 
Fair. 

The Columbus caravels will leave Chioago 
soon after the Fair, and after spending tho 
winter near Erie, Pa., will be taken to 
Washington City and placed in the lagoon 
gconnda.

BAPTIST t CON VBUTIOil. 

Reports on Foreign Hlssions, Education, 
Temperancei and SdnOay Seihoor Work. 

Seattle, Oct. IS.— The third day of th 

Northwestern Baptist convention was devot- 
ed to reports on foreign missions, educa- 
tional, temperance and Sunday school work 
and to discussions of the reports and papers 
read, which interested a largo audience. 

Owing to the inability of Mrs. R. S. 
Greene to attend, he'r husband j:$ad the 
report on foreign miasioas, which gave some 
interesting figures on the snbjeot. 

The educational report, read by Rev. W, 
F, Harper, of Tacoma, showed a great 
advance in that branch of work during the 
past year, particularly in the organiza- 
tion of the North Pacific univer- 
sity. . This corporation ia to eatablish 
schools under the control of the 
Baptist denomination throughout the state. 
The University of Seattle, of which the pre- 
paratory depirtment was opened on Sep- 
tember 19, 1892, ig now closing its fifth term 
with 42 pupils. Of these a class of six will 
graduate ready for college in 1894. The 
school, the property of a private corpora- 
tion, has five acres of land near the city and 
a building of twenty-six rooms, tho total 
value being about f,")0,000. Tliero is also 
another prosperous school at Centralia. 

Judge Greene read the report of the com- 
mittee on temperance, in which he urged 
that the churches should do all in their 
power to destroy tho saloon system. 

A letter from Rev. E. G. Wheeler, of the 
chapel oar Emanuel, on tho Baptist Publica- 
tion Society, Sundoy schools and religious 
literature, was read by Rev. J. E, CoombB. 

At tho woman's session in tho afternoon 
Miss Malmberg, of laooma, delivered a 
short but interesting address on her mission 
work among her fellow-countrymen, tho 
Scandinavians. 

Tho woman's session opened by tho 
singing of the duet, " Tho Lord My Shep- 
herd." Following was the second annual 
report of Mrs. S. W. Beaven, of the Wo- 
man's Board of Homo Missions for Western 
Washington. The circles of the mission 
work for the State have contributed for gen- 
eral work $104 ; for training school, $97. 
The report of Mrs. L W, Read, asaooiation 
secretary of the board, was read by Miss 
Carrie E. Kallooh. It ahowed that the 
semi-annual association meetings had had a 
good effect. Tho sam of $852 waa collected 
in Washington and Britisii Columbia, but 
this year S950 is apportioned, ?100 more 
than was raised lust year. 

At the close of this session tho delegates 
took passage on tho electric cars for the 
Seattle Baptist university to partake of 
luncheon as tho guests of tho truatecs. Tho 
nesHion which followed was opened by sing- 
ing " Blessed Assurance," other songs fol- 
lowing. Tho Baptist Young People's 
Union eession followed. Tho Union elected 
<iHicarH as follows : Rev. J. E. Coombs, of 
Victoria, president; vice-presidents, F. H. 
Diy, MIbh ('arrie IC. Kallocli, (J. E Shank, 
W. If. Sherman ; recording Hccretary. W, 
0. Hardiu; treasurer, E. E. Roalin.

NOT SBETHISG. 

Tho Vaucouvor Nowa-Ailvertisor informod 
tho jjublio blio other day that tlio Mniuliinil 
was a seething mass of disaffection. Wo 
have ever sinoe been looking for signs of the 
" seething" We did not see it in the pro- 
oeedingi uf tho Convention of Fifteen that 
assembled ut Kiunloops nfter bo inimy mid 
such loud fljuriahea of Optjoaitioa trunipeta. 
It wan nut been at the meetings to 
eleot delegates for that conveutiuu at 
the places of residence of the leaders 
of the agitation, Vancouver, New 
Westminster, and CliilliwaoU. It was not 
seen at Dewduuy when the members of the 
Municipal Council refused to elect a dele- 
gate, and it waa not aoen in various other 
places in whiuh delegates were appointed in 
Tery queer ways indeed. We clip the fol- 
lowing account of the Chilliwaok meetings 
from the Fiogress of that Suurishing muni- 
cipality : 

A meeting was hold on Saturday In the 
exhibition building, uccording to advertise- 
mcnts, to appoint a delegate to represent 
Chilliwaok at the conveutiun of the Consti- 
tutional League soon to take piaee at Kum- 
loops. Reeve Kitchen took the chair and 
stated the object for which this meeting was 
called, and oojeots Bought hy the league. 
He tried to beat it iuto the beads oi his 
audience that the oonvention at Kamloops 
wu to be non-political, bat bis hearers evi- 
dently could not see the point. 

It was moved by Uuy Walker and 
seconded by Coun. Smith, that Coun. A. S. 
Yedder bo appointed delegate, which motion 
was lost by a largo majority. After others 
had expreeaod their opinions, L \V. Paisley 
moved and Coun. Atkinson seconded, thai 
this meeting is cf opinion that it is in the 
best interests of Chilliwaok, that no dele- 
gate be appointed, which was carried by an 
overwhelming niujority, after which the 
nieotii g adjourned. 

Afier the defeat of the league meeting on 
Saturday a hole and-corner inoeiiug waa 
hold in Gay Walker's store, at whieh five 
wore present and appointed Mr. Walker as 
delegate to the Kiiiiloops convention. 

Tho report of tho Council proceedings at 
Dewdney, in tho Mission City News of the 
14th iust., contains the following very signi- 
ficant paragraph : 

"Moved by Conn, Cote, seconded by 
Conn. Dion, that Mnj -Gen. J. G. Kurohant 
bo authorized by tho Council to represent 
tho municipality at the Convention to bo 
hold in Kamloops. " 

There waa not much seething in New 
Westminster, Vancouver, Chilliwaok or 
Dewdney, yet we are told that the Valley 
«f the Fraser is the very centre ot the seeth- 
ing disaffection. But from the reports that 
we read and hear the communities in and 
near that valley do not soothe worth a cent. 



S TOP THIEF. 

" To propose to set the Island against the 

Mainland, to incite the people of one sec- 
tion to manifest hostility to those of the 
others, deserves, as it will receive, tho 
atrougtst coudomnation of honest and de- 
cent people of every shade of political 
opinion in the Province. Yet this is what 
Mr. Davie has been attempting, although 
he repudiates auoh a charge, and even has 
the asauranco to impute a similar method to 
those who venture to differ from lilm on 
politicil iifTdira " The above is what tho 
News-Advertiser aaya in its Sunday's issue. 

" Well," asSqneers would exclaim, "here 
is richness." This, from the organ of the 
political (?) party which for tho last six 
months has been induatriouely circulating a 
petition for tUo dlauUowauco of tho Parlia- 
ment Buildings Act, to which petition th( y 
boast of having eecurod seven thousand 
signatures, and which contains the following 
clause : 

That, therefore, tho pooplo of tho said 
Mainland portion of Hriiish Columbia object 
most atronfjiy to the Eijuandering of the Pro- 
vincial resources in non-productive under- 
takings, by the vote of a non-represontative 
House, rvid are. now cuLvocatiinj the separa- 
tion of the Mainland from the Island a* the 
surest meaim of relief from the evih uvder 
which they at 'preKcnt suffer. 

This, from tho organ whose editor was 
one of the principal speakers at the Kam- 
loops Convention in favor of tho resolution 
ondoreing tho aforcsitid petition. This, from 
tho editor and party which got up tho Kam- 
loops Convention, resulting, as it did, in 
fiat failure, chiefly on account of their ex- 
cluding delegates from Vancouver Island; 
and this, after all the seceasional and 
inflammatory Bpcechoa of Major-Goneral 
QCwiggo, Rev. Mr. Maxwell, Mr. Duval and 
othori of tho samo ilk and all of tho same 
party. Quo hardly knows whether to 
condemn tho utter abondonmcnt of every 
principle of truth exhibited by tbla article, 
or to laugh at the ehallownesa of the device 
' of its writer. In its object it is precisely 
'aitnilac to (he trick of the plundoror of the 
. heB TOOBti who, with the stolen chickens in 



his pocket, joins tSe pursuers of an innocent 
man, crying louder than any in the crowd, 
Stop thief ! Stop thief ! 

In imbeoility it equals, if it does nob sur- 
pass, the laughable reason which the same 
journal assigned as the excuse of the Con- 
vontioniats for not inviting delegates from 
the Island to the Mainland Convention, 
numuly, that the expense of journeying 
from Vauoouver Island to Kamloops was 
too grout. 

Great as is the desire of the men of the 
now Opposition to ride into power, their 
greenness and ignorance of human natitro 
is greater, when they try to impose such 
trash upon a tliinking people. Why, oven 
their own orguu, the Times, must part 
company with them in this most recent 
effort; for,~was not the Times one of the 
first to condemn the Kamloops Conven 
tion, and the Mainland Petition on account 
of the flagrant seotionalism of their com' 
position ? 

Yet, now to bo told that the idea of sec 
tionalism among these people was never so 
much as thought of will be, we opine, rather 
too much for even the Times to 8wollow< 
Verily these people are making a pitiable 
exhibition of themselves in their vain on- 
deovours to distract attention from tho thor 
ough exposure which Ihoir methods re- 
ceived ut the hands of the Promtor in bis 
recent trinmpbal march through the Main 
land. 

A SINGULAR SPEOTAOLS. 

The minority in the Senate are still hold 
ing out. Tho contest in that body on the 
silver question has degenerated into a trial 
of physical endurance. Tho silver men and 
the anti-silver men are trying to tiro each 
other cut. They seem to think that tho 
victory will be to the party that can stand 
out tho longest without sulBcicnt alcop and 
rest. 

Tho Senate of tho United States presents 
a singular upcctacle to the world. A mea- 
sure of groat moment, a measure, 
coo, of which the vast majority of the people 
approve and desire to see carried, is 
under consideration, and there is so little 
patriotism in the Senate, and it is bo want 
ing in respect for tho people's will that tho 
minority resort to every device of parlia 
mentary obstruction to prevent tho 
question being put, and the majority 
tamely suffer themselves to be thwart- 
ed and virtually defeated. A po 
culiar feature of the situation is that 
tho people stand by and watch tho unseemly 
and unpatriotic contest almost as if they 
had no interest in the matter at stake. Tho 
Right Hon. M/. Chamberlain was right 
when he said that such contempt for the 
wishes of the nation could not be displayed 
in Qreat Britain. 



THB SOUTH AFRIOAN TROUBLE. 

The difBculty in South Africa promises to 
be serious. The savage chief with whom 
tho settlors in Mashonaland have to do ta 
powerful, and he has under him a nation of 
soldiers. The Matabele are trained to war 
from childhood, and all their ambitions are 
military. They are cruel and bloodthirsty 
as well aa brave. They are, comparatively 
speaking, strangers in the land which they 
now occupy. Thoy are of the Zulu race, and 
about fifty years ago thoy invaded the 
country and reduced its inhabitants, a 
harmleas and industrious people, to slavery. 
Thoy still treat the Mashonas with the 
greatest cruelty. It is on account of the 
favor ahown those inoflenaive people, out of 
whom they have, by their ill-treatment, 
crushed all spirit, that the present misun- 
derstanding has arisen. 

Liobcngala, the King of Metabele, made 
an agroemont with the South African Com- 
pany pcrinitting the company to establish 
settlements in the country on certain condi- 
tions. Ho received an annual subsidy from 
tho company, and appeared to bo friendly 
to the white aottlera. It ia said that his 
young men are not pleased with the encour- 
agement be has given white peoplo to settle 
in the country, and it ia they who have 
compelled him to assume towards them an 
unfriendly attitude. 

Tho South African Company is, by its 
charter, required to keep the peace in tho 
country which they qpcnpy, and to protect 
its white inhabitants. But, although tho 
company's servants can defsnd the settlers 
when attacked, and can repel invasion, they 
cannot uodertako ofTonsivo operations. Tho 
cnmp'tny complains of this reatriction. But 
it appears that it has, of lute, been consider 
ably modified, and tho company husalmost a 
free hand in dealing with Lobengula and 
his impis. This, it was said, is all the com- 
pany wanted. Its President, Mr. Rhodes, 
ia now in Maehonalund. Ho ia a very able 
man, and indecision is not one of his fail- 
ioga. Ho will lose no timo in bringing 
Lobengula to his aenaes, either by diplo 
niticy or by pliysical force. If a war breaks 
out between the company and the Matabele 
there can ba no doubt of the final result. 
Tho coinpany, with' or without tho aid of 
Imperial troops, must, aa Mr. Stanley aays, 
crush Lobengula. It will novor do to allow 
the British subjects who have Bottled in tho 
country to be massacred by tho savages. 
For this will be the case, if they are not 
strong enough to defend tbemselvea and are 
loft unprotected. The war that the Mata. 
bolo wage is a war of extermination, 
Thoy show no mercy to an enemy, 
armed or unarmed, male or fomalo, 

The Bishop of Derry in a sermon which 
he not long ago preached in Westminster 
Abbey on MaahonaUnd and its affairs, 
speaking of the way in which the Mashonas 
were treated by their conquerors, said : 

Lobengula claimed tho powor of punish- 
ing his doga as he called them, wherever 
they might bo found, when and whcro ho 
would ; of hacking them to pieces, oven in 
Kngliah settlements, where they were acting 
us servants. Season after aouaon young 
braves burst in from Bulwayo where the 
king resided with )i<B regiments, Masbona 
girls were' carried off; the old and fee|>le 
men . were driven : Into aata .and ' barbarously 



burned ; the young were enslaved. He h&d 
heard from an eyo-witnoas, who had seen 
much in eavugo lands, that the saddoct sight 
he over saw was that of a long string of 
slavoa ond cattle driven from Mashonaland 
into Balwayo, ond at the end of tho journey 
those who showed signs of weakneaa were 
murdered before their wivca and children at 
the gates of the king's kraal. Do not go 
back, the Biahop continued, on the question 
of occupation, and aak what business have 
the KiDglish. there. Tho question of occupa- 
tion was settled, the land had been oecu- 
pied, there wore u few thousand brave Eog 
liahmen and a few hundred of brave English- 
women there then. The chartered company 
was bound to protect them, but England 
was bound, not to send Imperial troops, in- 
deed, but not to stay the hand at the 
chartered company, Hia aonl sickened at 
tho thought of the hideoua heap of skulls by 
tlio kraal of Lobengula, at the ravages 
of tho Mashonas, tho worst slave-drivers in 
tho world. 

It is not likely that the pooplo of Great 
Britain will permit ^tbe brave Englishmen 
and Englishwomen, of whom the Bishop 
spoaks BO feelingly, to be left at the mercy 
of a ruthless savage lik(> Lobeoguia and his 
still more ruthless and brntal followers. 



THE DEOLINE IN PRICES. 

The Chicago Tribune notices tho fact 
that the price of labor has gone up, 
while the prices of other commodities have 
gone down. The inference which it draws 

from this fact is that tho lowering of tho 
prices of commodities haa not been duo to 
the appreciation of gold. This is what it 
says: 

In respect to the one thing that is ovory- 
whero purchased and sold for nmney to a 
greater extent than any other — iiainely: 
labor — there Oin bono ([uealiuii thi.t its 
price, as nieaaiired in irolii, lias iiicreused in 
a niarlied d. greo everyu here in the civilized 
world during tho liiat Imlf of a century. A 
dollar a day in 1810 waa conaidered aa good 
wufiPH for a (liiy'a work of twelve hours 
as §2 or f'2 r)0 for ten or einht lionra of 
iho Hiinio hind of labor in I8!l- and 
up to the lime of tho present mon- 
etary , troubles. It is quito within 
the triith to say that all kinds of employ- 
ment (except in sweat shops) are now paid 
twice us much per hour in gold as was paid 
in 1850— that ia -IIJ years ago. Hud tho in- 
trinsiu power of gold increased during that 
period, us the freo silvrrites and Populists 
contend, then a given aiiiouut of gold would 
now buy more labor than in the '4U'a or 
'oO's ; but it ia notoriously juat the other 
way, which flatly and completely upsets 
and refutes the whole argument of the Pop 
ulista and free silveritcs. 

If, under such circuniatanccs, wages have 
risen, ^he cheapening of commodities could 
not have been due to a scarcity of gold. As 
measured by the price of labor, gold has 
depreciated. None can suggest a better 
measure for testing the fact. The price of 
wages in gold ia the real and only truo test 
of the question whether gold is appreciating 
or depreciating. 

Tho fact to which the Tribune directs 
attention ia a very singular one, but it is not 
by any means a solitary one. House rent 
has been going up while the prices of most 
other things have been going down. The 
prices of domestic animals have not gone 
down. It, in fact, takes more gold to-day 
to buy a good horse or a good cow than it 
did fifty years ogo.

FATHER MANDAET. 

The Aged Priest and Missionary Bests'^Frbm 
His Life Long Labors. 

After a well-spent life of hard toil, min- 
gled v/ith many hardships during bis mis- 
aionary work among the Indians of this 
province. Rev. Father Mandart passed away 
yesterday, beloved and sorrowed for by 
many friends. In the absence of Bishop 
Lommens, Father Mandart was acting as 
administrator of the diocese, Three weeks 
ago ho was taken ill with heart trouble, ami 
was removed from the Bishop's Palace to 
St. Joseph's hospital. He bscame suddenly 
worse on Friday, and died yesterday after- 
noon. 

Joseph Marie Mandart, tho oldest priest 
in this diocese, ^as born in Viinnea, Brit- 
tany, France, January 27, 1819, and waa 
theroforo 74 years old at tho time of his 
death. Ordained a priest in I85.'i, ho was, 
owing to hia ability and loarning, 
appointed as prieat and superior in eoveral 
uulluges 10 Franco, but in 1SG3 ho came to 
Britiah Columbia aa aaaistant to Bishop Do- 
iiiers, reaching Victoria in Juno of that year. 
U'or some ton yunra ho waa iu churgo of 
Saanich, where ho built a wooden church 
with hia own hands, and during tho the tinio 
of tlio boundary line dispute with the Uni- 
ted States ho attended to tho spiritual wants 
of tho ludians of San Juan. 

When Archbishop Soghnra made hia lone 
and arduouB trip to tho Y'ukon, in 1877, 
Father Mandart accompauiiid him, and ow- 
ing to tho hardahips undergone 
that winter cnntractod rhoumatiam from 
which ho aullored during tho roniaindor of 
hia life. Ho returned to Victoria the next 
year and waa i gain stationed at Saaniob, 
but in 1882, owing to his age, he was re- 
calbid to Victoria, and for the last few years 
hul acted as Administrator whenever the 
Bishop was absent. He was a man of con- 
siderable learning, of high abilities in execu- 
tive and fioancial affairs, very charitable 
and in diapiaition retiring, modest and 
humble, thoughtful of others but sporing 
not himsolf. 

Tho body will lie in state in the library 
of tho Biahop's Palace to day, and to-morrow 
morning the funeral services will take place 
at 0:30, the remains being removed to the 
cathedral, where, after a solemn requiem 
mass, they will be laid in state until Thurs- 
day morning, and after the celebration of 
low mass at 8 o'clock will be taken to 
Saanioh for interment. There will also bo 
a service at the cathedral to-morrow evening 
at 7:30.

Mi-dicul aasiatanco was 
at once proc^irod and Mr. Franck was in 
the meanwhile picked up and taken to Sal- 
mon's cigar store, whunca he was afterwards 
conveyed to his home. Last evening an ex- 
amination was made, it being feared that be 
sustained internal injuries.

CoDoerning tho con- 
dition of his ehip, Commauder Ludlow de 
nica that she unseaworthy and should be 
coadomned. The Army and Navy Gazette 
and other oaatern papera have published ao- 
counta lately to tlio effect that when tho 
Mohican reached Maro Island from Buhring 
Sea this voyagu she would bo aurvoyecJ, uon- 
demned aud ordered out of tho service. 
Captain Ludlow saya that with ten days' 
repairs at tho navy yard the Mohican could 
be bo put in aa good condition as any other 
wooden cruiaor. Hor maoliinery and hull 
aro all right. " Tho season in the vicinity 
of the aenl islands haa been very dry this 
year," said the Commander to a Post-Intol- 
ligoncer correspondent, "and in somo in- 
ataucea I hud to land o crew to put out bog 
or peat fires on aome of tho ialaudB. I am 
contident that not a single " poacher " got 
into the Sea this year. The patrol Hoot 
waa kept constantly on the alert to warn 
aealors, and many of tho aealera were 
boarded two or throe times. All of the 
schooners have returned south, in fuct, 
every vessel has been accounted for." The 
Mohican sailed for Mare Island yestordny. 

THE EMI'IIKSS OK INDIA DKPAKTS. 

Contrary to expectations, the Royal mail 
iteamship Empress of India did not arrive 
hero at about 5 o'clock lust evening, aa she 
did not leave the Terminal City until an 
hour later than that time, and therefore did 
not reach hero until about midnight, thus 
keeping her tender, tho Etcamer Maude, 
waiting at the outer wharf during the in- 
terval. Thia being one of the seasons when 
Canada's heaviest cxportations are made, 
the Empress had no difficulty in proonriag 
n cargo; in fact, her agents here state that 
she was obliged to leave a big portion of 
the freight behind her.

Inolod- 
ed in her other- paisengera were a party of 
three lady Presbyterian mlisionaries— Miss 
Gorman, Miss Smith and Miss May Doug- 
las—who are on their way to India ; Bishop 
Biokerateth and Mrs. Biokersteth, of Japan, 
and D. E. Brown and bride. Mr. Brown 
will, upon arrival in China, again take 
charge of tho C. P. R. affairs in the Orient. 

VIOLE.ST STORMS IN TlIK .SORTII. 

Although several days overdue, tho 
steamer Barbara Bosoowitz arrived safely 
in port yesterday afternoon, having been 
detained in tho North by the recent heavy 
galea which prevailed in Queen Charlotte 
Sound. No damage, however, waa re- 
ported done by the. galea when the Bosco- 
witz left, bnt the steamer, on reaching Met- 
lakatla, ezperieneed some very cola wea- 
ther, oaosed, no donbt, by the recent heavy 
snow there. The atorm, which waa worst 
in the mountains round about tho village, 
was sufficiently heavy to whiten the ground. 
Among the passengers whom tho steamer 
brought down from tho North were the 
captain and engineer of the little steamer 
Carter, which, while towing a schooner 
across Queen Charlotte Sound last week, 
lost her propeller. Other passengora were : 
Misses Bijywer, Miesea L- and S. Hunt, 
G. Lookerby, S. Pugsley, T. Dranfey, 0. 
Robinson, P. Herman and J. liradey. Tho 
Boscowitz'a cargo was almost entirely oom- 
poaed of salmon, of which ahe brought 7, .300 
eases, 4,200 having been discharged at Van- 
couver for shipment East over the C.P.R., 
and .3,100 cases to be discharged into the 
birk City of Carlisle, which oommencea to 
load for England to-day.

SOUTH AMERICAN KBPDBLICS. 

Flghtlngr With Varied Snccees - Bio Not 
Fired Upon. 

Nf.w York, Oct, 16.— A Herald special 

from Montevideo aaya : " Newa ia received 
from Rio Grande do Sul of another victory 
by the revolutionary foroea. In an engage- 
ment near Qaarhay the Castilhiats wore 
routed with heavy loaees. Two of the best 
oHicera in the revolutionary army were 
killed. 

Word comes from Rio de Janeiro that on 
account of tho continuance of tho revolution 
there exchange on London for ton and five 
daya now stands at 2d., and tho eovereigua 
are quoted at 22,-100 reis. The former com- 
mander ol the warship Tiradentea, who has 
deserted to tho rebels, haa advised Admiral 
Mello to assemble in ono squadron all his 
ships of every kind, ao that Peixoto's forcea 
may not take advantage of the isolated posi 
tion of any to recapture them. Two ofhoera 
of unknown ranks havo arrived in Monte 
video from Paraguay to confer with Minis- 
ter Monteiro, who is awaiting the arrival of 
the Kio de Janeiro steamers from Europe, 
when President Peixoto is expected to mass 
his boats on the Bay of Rio and engage tho 
tho rebel fleet there. Capt. Boynton, the 
American who wss oaptured by the British 
warships in an attempt to 'blow up the 
Aquidaban while sailing under the British 
flag, is making himself obnoxious. He is 
now boaating that the government paid him 
$10,000 for making tho attempt, 

Rio Janeiro, Oct. IG.— Tho Government 
is making a number of arrests among people 
known to be in sympathy with tho ineur- 
genta, and the anger of the rebels ogainat 
President Peixoto increases daily. The in- 
surgents' ironclad Seventh of September 
ran aground on tho coast and was recaptured 
by the Government forces, 

Montevideo, Oct, IG.— A gaval battle 
will soon be fought between the Brazilian 
Government and tho revolutionists. The 
Go fornment haa organized two naval diria- 
iona. The city of Rio ia not being fired on. 
Ex Captain Gomez, of tho Tiradentes, haa 
gone to Rio to join Admiral Mello's fleet. 
Senator Ray Barboa declares that President 
Peixoto has purchased torpedo boats froni 
England,

son, of the Union Paoiflo, late on Saturday 
night handed to Superintendent of Motive 
Power McConnell an order to start tho 
shopa' forcea of tho entire ayatem at work 
for six days a week, eight hours a day, on 
Monday morning. During the great i 
of summer the men have been working Sve 
daya of seven hours. The order affects over 
1,500 men in the Omaha shnps of the com- 
pany, and nearly 5.000 on the entire system. 
The rate of pay will remain the same by tho 
hour, increasing the pay-roll of the com- 
pany by 875,000 a month, Thia action was 
taken to get tho rolling stock of tho com- 
pany into condition for winter. In a talk 
about the wages, Mr. Dickinson said the 
appointment of receivers operated na a 
breach ef all existing contracts as to the 
wages schedule, but no reduction in poy 
waa contemplated, and none would bo 
made.

Details as complete aa any contractor 
could wish for, of tihe work la eonnection 
with the contracts soon to be awarded for 
tho new Parliament buildingB,'are now on 
exhibition at tho oflioo of tho Deputy Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works, where copies 
can bo obtained by any person making the 
deposit necessary to establish thac ho will 
be a bona fide tenderer. As these details, 
with the drawings and apocificatioca, have 
had to be printed and lithographed, a sufS- 
cient number of copies have been struck off 
to accommodate even the large' number of 
poraons who will intereatthemaelveiia these 
Government oontraots. The advertisements 
calling for tenders have been given 
much more than local publicity, 
for they appear in the leading papera of 
Eastern Canada, and in those of San Fran- 
ciaoo also. The detaila for the guidance of 
tenderera have been very carefully prcparad 
by the architect, F, M. Kattcnbury, aud by 
the quantity surveyor, Edwin 0. Howell, 
and in tho speoifiotttiona no point however 
minuto appears to havo boon overlooked. 

The work which haa b^'en in progress all 
Buinmor haa been on tho contract for the 
foundation of tho main building only, tho 
two|win;;i to contain the Government print- 
ing office and tho Land Registry oliice, being 
reserved and forming part of tho work for 
which tenders aro to ho received up to No- 
vember 30. These tenders are to include 
also all tho work on the main building above 
the foundations, which are now wellon the 
way to completion. 

Bills of quantities have been prepared, 
not only separately for each of tho 
three buildings, but also separately for 
each of tho seven trades connected 
with tho work — tho excavator, mason and | 
bricklayers' ; the carpenters and joiners' ; 
the slaters' and plasterers' ; tho copper- 
smiths' ; the smith nnd iron founders'; the 
plumbers'; and the painters'; and tenderers 
may bid for any one trade or for the whole. 
Tho hills of quantities are on pages of large 
foolscap size, put up in neat pamphlet form, 
with a BubBtantial paper, cover on which 
there appears a neat lithograph of the pro- 
posed buildings. Prefacing each oet of.apeci- 
fications there are printed extracts trom the 
general conditions which apply to that par- 
ticular class of work. A feature which ten- 
derers will find specially valuable is the in- 
oluaion of lithographed illustrationa of tho 
description of work required, ao that there 
cannot bo any possibility of misundoratand- 
ing. The drawings for tho iron work re- 
quired in tho fireproof building fci the land 
registry olHco aro very comploto and inter- 
esting. On the whole, tho details prepared 
for the tenderers are highly oreditahio to 
the department, and ought not only to prove 
acceptable, but lightening aa they do tho 
labor of estimating, should induce every one 
in a position to do so to enter into compe- 
tition for the great undertakings involved, 
and for whioh .tenders are to be received 
up to 1 p.m. on Thursday, November 30.

There are eeveral honses in New York 
that make a specialty of tea gowns and 
lonngiiif; robcfl, and others wlioro noth- 
ing but tailor niado gowns are produced, 
unless possibly some habits and a, few 
-cpata such as require strict tailor finish. 
Last week I (levoted two days to going 
to seo what thoy wore producing for the 
benefit of sucli ladioH ns like to bo in 
stylo wliilo luaki/ig their own garments. 
In one place I found the prettiest lot of 
tea caps that fairies ever dreamed of. 
There was one of white crope lisao, with 
ian accordion plaited fomulation, which 
was again laid in bo.x plaits, so that the 
edge stood up all around in a succession 
of fluted nifllo.s. On the top there was 
about a yard of baby blue Tom Thumb 
ribbon tied in loops around a bunch of 
the crepe' liss^, and standing upright in 
the center of this were a couple of jnilk- 
woed pulY.s. The wholo tiling was as 
light as thistle down and no larger than 
tho palm of one's hand. 

Crepe lisse and tho very lightest of 
laces and most delicate of ribbons, feath- 
ers and flowers are tho only things suit- 
able for these delicate bits of finerj-, and 
it must 1)0 confessed that they are dainty 
ami coquettish additions to a toilet. 
There was one to go with a royal blue 
velvet and figured peaudesoiegown. Tho 
gown was cnt pompadour in the neck. 
•Tho tea cap was of hlno gauzo worked 
on till! cdL^cs with lino gold threads. 
Slamlin;^' up in I'roiit \ver(! several blue 
(;ornll()W('rs, v.'itli two gold wheat ears. 
Wlio can say that was not lovely? An- 
other that '-went with" an old rose surah 
Bulgarian and lace tea gown had a cap 
that consisted of fine rosettes of pink silk 
muslin cut in deep notches on tho edges, 
so that tho full rosettes looked like so 
many lovely chrysanthemums. 

There are others with faint hints of 
Italian, Turkish and Russian heart wear 
about them scarcely strong enough to de- 
fine, and yet tlioy wore there, and ono or 
two bore a resemblance to a Queen of 
Scots coif, with pearl edges. They were 
all tasteful, dainty and becoming, and 
their advent is a matter for congratula- 
tion. 

The tea gowns aronotlesa lovely, flow- 
ing' and graceful than they have been 
heretofore, and some of them have a dis- 
tinct character. 

In one house where nothing is turned 
out hut these creations there are num • 
bors of tea gowns almost classical in 
their form and di'aping as well as trim- 
ming. I fell in love with one of heavy 
white armure silk, which has a long 
train, with the key pattern worked in 
gold around tho bottom. There was over 
this a peplum of white cashmere, lined 
with maizo colored Florentine, and this 
hung open Instead of being closed. On 
all of the points were gold balls. There 
were loose sleeves which reached a full 
foot longer than tho arm on the back. 
Tho upper part was looped up with a 
flat gold button on each shoulder. Tho 
silken portion formed a waist gathered 
full around the bust and held in with a 
Greek belt of gold links and gold fringe 
to tho pendent portion. The poplnm 
came up to the neck in tho back and fell 
loosely in front, showing the full waist. 

Another elegant tea gown was of two 
shades of heliotrope, very d.ark and very 
light. Tho gown was cut snug princess 
in the back, with the fullness for the 
train laid in fan plaits between the 
seams at the waist line. The material 
was velvet and faille. Tho fronts were 
doiibh? — that is, there was a close prin- 
cess front of faille and a loose one of 
velvet, lined with cream colored satin. 
The velvet fronts hung open naturally. 
Sown the center of the front was a ja- 



princess in the hack and with demi- 
train laid in close plaits. The front of 

tho waist was drawn up into a loose 
draporj' and had a deep basque frill of 
lace. Thero was a wide laco collar ex- 
tending down tho waist, jabot fashion, 
to tho waist lino, where it encircled two 
long magenta satin tabs, one of which 
was fastened under and one.oyw the 
lace basque" ruffle. The sleeves " were 
bishop, made very long and caught up 
in loops a littlo above tho elbows and 
let fall to just below them. Thoy were 
gathered at tho wrist in a manner quite 
popular just now and fell over tho hand 
and were lined with laco. Such a gown 
as this is naturally for private house 
wear and takes the place of the old robe 
do chambro. 

I saw another novel and attractive 
home dress made in tho style rendered 
historical by Queen Hortense, though 
it differs a trifle, after all, from the old 
ono. This had the short waist of rich 
black velvet brocade and the skirt of 
dark blue taffeta. The upper sleeves 
were of ribbed velvet — black and blue — 
and the rich ribbon garniture was of 
bluo satin. Around the bottom of tho 
skirt that reached only^ the instep was 
a festoon trlmuiiiig or the ribbon, with 
windmill bows between tho festoons. 
Tho waist was cut off short at tho back, 
and the skirt was sewn on it. A loop of 
ribbon passed around and there was a 
small bow set exactly in tho middle of 
tho ribbon at tho waist lino. 

Some of till! tea jackets are very beaxi- 
tiful, and all are dainty and graceful. 
They are cut to reach nearly to the 
knees and are made of every conoeiv-

able material and covered with lace and 
ribbons. One of maize china silk bad 
pink ribbons and white luce, and those 
wero caught up into bunchosand lield by 
jewel pins. These aro quite fashionable 
to use as a means of looping and fasten- 
ing laces and ribbons on house toilets. 

Some of tho to.i i:u'kots have wide 
rufHes of cliilTon gauze and crepo lisso 
60 light that a breath moves them. Some 
white jackets have pink, maize bluo or 
Corinth red ruffles. There aro some tea 
jackets of white foulard with blue, 
brown or black dots, and these, like the 
others, are loaded with lace and ribbon 
of pretty tints. These jackets worn over 
plain skirts give an appearance quite 
elaborate. » 

One very elegant tea jacket was of 
pale violet rep, with rich cream gnipUre 
with bunches of pale pink and green 
satin ribbons, not over half an inch wide, 
set in among tho masses of lace. Several 
of them have the fronts cut out pompa- 
dour and have ejjjow sleeves of velvet 
or heavy ribbed silk to contrast with 
tho rest. One of the most effective was 
very simple. There was a foundation 
of milliner's net, and over this was 
drawn a surface of fine mull, Overlying 
that was a piece of black dotted veiling. 
Around the bottom was a band of fine 
black chantilly insertion, with a full 
ruffle of laco to match, as well as down 
tho front and around tho neck and 
sleeves. Thero was a winglike arrange- 
ment of black lace on the shoulder above 
the bishop sleeve, intermingled with 
nauve magenta velvet ribbon, and thero 
wag a full rosette of the same with per- 
haps 20 ends of the ribbon about 18 
inches long. It was very handsome and 
quito different from any other. 

Tho serpentine waist has gone out, 
giving place to neat but fanciful basques, 
and these are as diverse as the tastes of 
tho wearers. Short waists can bo made 
into bascjues by tho addition of a rufllo, 
a ripple, turret ixiints, slashes or bias 
pieces sewn on. The skirts and the 
basques are all short and do not inter- 
fere with tlio general style of the waist 
trimming, wbicli runs as much to ruffles 
and bretelles as ever.

The City Council held its weekly roRular 
meeting last evening, Mayor Boaven in tho 
ohair and all the aldermen present. 

Tho special committeo to whom had been 
referred the letter of Robert Mason, re the 
tenniuua ot the Victoria & Sidney roilway, 
reported having had a oonferenoe with the 
management, who assured them that the 
terminus of the railway would be well with 
in tho city limits, and at least aa near the 
bttiinesa portion as that approved of in July 
last. As the company would be able to 
submit plans of the turminus within a week, 
the committee asked for further time in 
which to report. U-rantcd. 

Areport from the cemetery committee re- 
commended that tho application of George 
Iversop for $10 for dam«gea to the fencing 
of ilia lot at tho cemetery bo not enter- 
tained. 

Ai.D. RoiiKKT.soN held that as the city 
paid a caretaker it should make good ali 
dumagca. 

Ai.u Baker wielied to know the date of 

tho letter. 

Ald. Hakuis apoko ngainat acccjiting any 
redijonailjihiy in tho matter. 

Aid. Bilker roao to apeak, but tho Mayor 
at once cal ed him to order. Tlie alderman 
at-lemptcd t i continue to speak, but the 
Mayor inaisted that aa ho bad already 
spoken he must not speak again. " I must 
call you to order j will you take your seat ? " 
ho aaid. 

Ald. Bakeu — " You can keep on calling 
mo to ordi-r I auppoeo, but I want to aay 
this, that I want to be treated the aame us 
any other alderman." 

The Mayor — " I intend to do bo, but if 
you will not keep order I will have to find 
means to make you." 

Ald. Belyea, in anawer to Aid. Baker'K 
question, said the letter was dated July 3, 
but it had been handed to him on Septem- 
ber 20.

The Streets committeo presented a roport, 
stating amongst other things that Mr. Hig- 
gins had been notified to remove, iVithin 
fifteen days, the posts on the Oik Bay tram- 
way line complained of by Mr. Pearse.

The Mayor aaid, with reference to the 
plan made on a previous occasion, and of 
which mention bad boon made at last meet 
ing, ho had no knowledge that it had been 
taken away by tho former water ooinmia 
aioner, Mr. Snmmerlield, and he had no 
reason to believe that that gentleman had 
taken away anything. 

Ald. Bakkr heid that the city had enough 
oliicials of her own to mitko the survey, 
witliout any additional coat, and ha thought 
the City Surveyor should bo oompolled tu 
make his ovin staff do it. Tho ratepayers, 
he said, p irtioularly picked upon the aur- 
veyor'a oflico aa one ih»t had a atafi ao largo 
that they had littlo or nothing to do, and 
ono half of them would bomoro than enough. 

Ald. Rouektson confesaed that he had 
feared some auch obstacle as this report 
would bo raised to prevent the spirit of his 
motion being carried out. The engineer 
and any other parties at hia back -interested 
or not— might try to blojk it, but tho people 
would see that they hud their supply of 
pure water from Eik lake, which hud 
capaoity enough for twenty>five years. 

The report was received and filed, Aid 
Robertson, Baker and Bragg diasenting. 

The Kleutric ijif^hting coniniitteo reported 
among other thinga, recommending thi 
taking dovvn of the wires leading to the 
iaoiation hospitil, so that the poles now 
obairucting the sidewalk could be removed. 
Adopted. 

The committee on the home for the aged 
and infirm reported that neither of llu 
two upplicanta Fish and Wilson was eligi 
bio for udmiasion, not having reaidcd the 
retiuiaito number of yeara in tiio city. 

Ald. Mu.nn aaid while tho act called for 
tifteeu yeura' reeideuco in tho city, Mr. 
Fisii had been here only eleven years, but 
Mr. Wilson, who had been only five yeara 
ill the city, had been forty years in the 
I'roviuco. 

The icport waa adopted. 

The oiler of Mra. Hanson, of Vancouver, 
to live ou Diircy i3l:ind to look after the 
lepers there provided u house waa erected 
for hi r, waa communicated in a letter from 
the City Clerk of Vancouver, who invited 
tho co-operation of tho Corporation of Vic- 
toria to secure this asaiatanco for tho lepera, 

Ald Hendekson said tho Council ahould 
think twice before allowing any healthy 
person to become u charge on tho public by 
uaaociution with tho lepers on thia island. 
Thero was no reason to suppose that the few 
lepers there were not well able to look after 
themselves, and no well person should, on 
any excuse, be allowed to go amongst them. 
He moved a resolution of disapproval. 

Ald. Baker, BEiAaa and Belyea took the 
same view. 

Ald, Munn seconded the resolution, 
which was adopted, the one dissenter being 
Aid, Styles, who thought it inhumane to act 
on this principle. 

Ald. Koiskut.son — "Your Worship, I see 
a poiicmun in the htill with tlie audience. 
I would like to know what ho'a here for,and 
by wlioHo orders " 

In tlio dead ailenco whicli fiillovved, every- 
onu turned to look ut the policeman, who 



had a guilty appearance and ahifted uneasily 
to the other foot. The eileuco prevailed 
until the questioner ugiin spoke. "Did 
Your Worship hear me t" he said. 

*' I hear you, Aid. Robertson," the Mayor 
replied, in the most afifable manner; but 
further ho did not say. 

Th6 Clerk read a oonimunioation from the 
City Engineer on tho subject of the sewer- 
age connections for tho new achoola. Ho 
reported that the coat of making connection 
for tho South Ward school, down CJntheriiie 
and McCUire Htrcets, would be §1,715, while 
tho cost of huildinu a mitiu ?ower past the 
school would bo {(j 000. 

Ald. Hendkksd.s moved that the trus- 
tees bo given porinlasion to connect via Mc- 
Cluro and Catherine streets, which was 
adopted. Aid. Bolyeu, Styles and Harria 
dissenting. 

Chief Deaay retjuiaitioned for S,")83 to 
provide drainage for the flro holls. Ho re- 
ported that the sanitary condition of tho 
iiro halls on Yates and Pandora streets is 
terrible, and th^t the box cloaota add to tho 
nuiaanco. Ho also aaked for wheels for the 
fjro upparatua better adapted for the stone 
orossiogs and oar tracks. Referred to the 
Fire Wardens and Finance committee. 

NORTH WARD INTERESTS. 

The Mayor read the following resolution, 
moved by .Vld. Kobertaon, aoconded by Aid. 
Munn, "That in tho opinion of thia Council 
tho North ward should bo reprcBcntod upon 
tho following standing coiiiiiiitteea, viz.: 
Stieeta and Bridges, Sewerage and iirain- 
age, Parks and Pound." 

"Are you ready for tho question'^" uskod 
tho Mayor; but nobody spoke. "Are you 
ready for the (juealion -f" lie repeated, with 
some asperity. 

Ald. Bkac.i; rose with tho supposition 
that the reason for this motion waa thikt 
aince Aid. Baker's re-election he had not 
been appointed ou any committee, and tho 
North ward was therefore unrepresented. 
If the Mayor did not want to put Aid. 
Baker back, ho thought His Worship should 
nominate either Aid. Robertson or the 
speaker (Aid. Bragg), so as to give the 
ward a voice. 

Ald. Robertson said it seemed a clear 
case of injustice to the North ward, and he 
thought there was not an alderman round 
the board who would vote against tho 
resolutioo. 

Ald. Habbis said he would like to know 
what was the necessity for any change in 
the comniittc He would like very well 
himself to be <.d tho Sewerase cumuiittee 
if he could. 

Ald. Buker explained for the informa- 
tion of Aid. Harria that thero was a va- 
cancy on each ot tho committeea named, 
ciustd by hia resignation. He had no par- 
ticular deairo hiinaolf to be back on these 
committees, but ho did want to see his ward 
represented. Now, when there waa ao much 
work going on, W!>a tho titne when the 
Sewerage committeo ahould bo completed, 
and a repreaentative of the North ward ap- 
pointed. If tho Mayor hud u peraooal feel- 
ing against him, and thought that he waa 
not a proper peranu to put on tho commit- 
teea, he could name somoono else. He 
found, however, that tho other aldermen 
who had resigned had been reappointed to 
the committees, or their suoceaaora had. 
The Council had for years been run by com- 
mittees representint; all the wards, and ho 
thoueht it should be so still. 

The Mayor — In naming members of the 
Council to serve on committees I generally 
look at the interests of the city. I don't 
look at the wards ; I don't think it is neces- 
sary. 

Ald. Belyea— If the mover will add to 
that that all other wards should bo repre 
sented on all the other committees ou which 
they are not now represented, I will vote 
for it. Otherwise it is an unfair discrimin- 
atioD. 

Au). M0NNquite understood the desire of 
the -North ward aldermen to be represented 
on the oommitteeB,'and sympathized with it 
The resolntion merely said that "in the 
opinion of the Counoil," this should be done, 
because in the gradual extinction of the 
Council tho power of appointing the com 
mitteea had been taken away. They were, 
it appeared, in tho helpleaa position of the 
man in the dungeon who saw the walla 
gradually closing in on him and realized that 
thoy would crush him to death, but could 
do nothing. 

Ald MtjKiLi.iCAS- said he found tliat two 
aldermen were better than three on a co 
niittee, as the more nieinbera tlicro were 
tho inoro trouble there was in getting them 
togctiier. Hia experience was that a large 
committee ia much harder to work than a 
amall ono. 

TiiK .\Iayok — That ia my experience, 
too. 

The resolution waa adopted, Aid. ll'irria, 
Belyea and McKilllcan voting nay. 

Ald. BaivKh — Did you vote, Mr. Mayor'; 
The Mavoii— I can't say that I did. 

AIIOUT .MISSINI; LliTTKlLS. 

Tiik Mavoh next read thia resolution 
"Moved by Aid. Baker, aecondcd by Aid. 
Robertson, That in view of the fact that a 
great number of people claim to have sent 
comnnuiicationa addrenaed to tho Mayor 
and Aldermen of the City of Victoria dur- 
ing the current year, wliich cominunioa- 
tiona, it ia b'llieved, liave been received by 
tho Mayor and have never been allowed to 
eee tho light of day; that tho Clerk be in- 
atructed to liiy before thia Board at its next 
meeting all auch correspondence and docu- 
iiienta of public importance, and recommend 
prompt action upon the same by this 
Board." 

"This is rather a unique resolution," the 
Mayor continued, "and 1 am a littlo amused 
to aoe who seconds it. In my experience of 
municipal matters I never saw a resolution 
of thia character which an alderman would 
father. It is not only untruthful — tho 
mover knows it is contrary to the facts- 
hut it is produced by an alderman who 
should bo espeoially circful how he criticises 
other people's aotiona. Tho reaolution it- 
aolf I biave in tho hunda of tho Council, but 
it ought to go in llio waalo paper basket by 
right." 

Ald. Bakeb— I have here two of the com- 
munications referred to; one is datetl May 
9 and the other July 31. Aa for Ihu state- 
ment that I know it to bo uutiue, I utterly 
deny it. I have juat aa clean liaiida, and 
can ahow them, aa you have, Mr. Mayor, 
and it is not fair for you to try to make mo 
out the man you do. No letters to thia 
Council should be iiupprotised liy you or by 
tlie Clerk either. If tho city olliiica were 
aoarohed, I havo no doubt a great 
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many more would bo found, but I 
know now of letters from Steinberg, Ker- 
anp, a Spring Ridge man; ono in tho ahapo 
of a tender for lighting in tho city, in Vic- 
toria Weat aa well aa in Oakland avenue; 
ono from R. T. Williama and one from Mr. 
Cleurihuo. Though some aldermon havo 
rtfueed to sign this reaolution, they know 
well that tho facta are aa stated. It ill be- 
coinra the Mayor or anyone else to pasa re- 
marks or to cast u slur on an alderman. 
The people in tho North ward did not cast 
auch u slur, but they will cast it ou you, 
Mr. Mayor, when they get the chance. 

The Mayor— What do you know about 
tho mutter? You know nothing whatever 
about it ! If every communication which 
ounio to tho Clerk's oUico hud to be read to 
tho Council, we would bo hero every day 
and every night. Such a thing would do 
in u village council, perliapa, buc not in a 
city, If you understood your duties as an 
alderman you would not have got yourself 
into trouble as jou did by supplying bricks 
to a corporation contractor. 

Ald. liAKER— Hero I have (waving a 
document) in niy poaaeaaion one of tho com- 
munications which has been suppressed, I 
believe by you. As to the bricks, I am 
not so sure that you have not yourself been 
interested in city contracts. 

The Mayor— You can believe what you 
liko. A man of your reputation it doesn't 
matter much what he believes. 

Ald. MoKillioan rose and proceeded 
with some warmth to reply to allusions 
made to him by Aid, Baker, to whom he re- 
ferred once or twice as "Baker," without 
tho oivio title. 

Ald. Baker— I rise to a point of order. I 
want to ask the alderman to address me in 
tho proper manner. 

Ald. McKillioan — Well, "Alderman " 
Baker, if you would just attend to your own 
business ond leave mine ulono, we would get 
along better. Thia Counoil at present ia 
a laughing atock to tho world, and 
it ia a diauraco to any man of atuuding to bo 
connected with it. 

Ald. BiCLVEA —1 understood Aid. Baker 
to say that if the truth were known you, 
Mr. Maj or, hud an indirect interest your- 
self in a city contract. I would like to hear 
that repeated distinctly. ^ 

The Mayor- Did he say that? If ho 
aaid that I challenge him to explain what ho 
meuna! 

Ald. Baker — I stated that at one time I 
thought you had an indirect interest your- 
self. 

The Mayor— You thought 1 

Ali>. Baker proceeded to explain how he 
hud come to make the stateniont. 

Ald. Belyea — We don't want explana- 
tions. We want to know whether or not 
you said ao. 

Ald. Baker ogain proceeded with his ex 
planution. 

The Mayor- Now Aid. Baker, you had 
better stato what you did say. 

Ald. Baker— I said I thought you had 
It ia a known fact that a man can hardly 
help having an indirect interest if be is in 
business at all. You have beard me state 
in a public meeting the reason why I thought 
you bad an indirect interest. 

Thb Matob— I did not; 1 never heard it 
before I 

Ald. Bakkb— Oh yes; yon did ! 

The Matob— Yon have made a certain 
statement here to the Council and to the 
public through the representatives of the 

press. 

Ald. Bakeb- I stated that I thought you 
had some Indirect interest — not a contract 

though. 

Ald. RoiiEiiT.'tON aaid ho hud seconded 
tho reaolution, and ho had nothing to go 
buck on. In tho Hat of communicutiona 
which had been suppreaaed there was one 
reporting that from a dairy of tweuty-acven 
cows ot Elk lake tho excrement was washed 
into tho lake. Ho had brought in an ao- 
oount himself from a man at Spring Ridge 
and had given it to tho cleik, bat nothii ;. 
more was heard of it. Ho hud been thrti 
years in tho Council btfore, and never 
knew a comnuinication to bo withheld from 
the Aldermen. Every member of tho board 
ought to havo manlinesa enough to stand 
up for his own rights, no mutter who was 
against him. 

Ald. BiiAiio— Thero ia something lacking 
with yourself, Your Worship, that doesn't 
cost anything— I mean a littlo sociability. 
There is no reason why wo should be bad 
friends. I have noticed very much about 
you that you have no sociability. Instead 
of taking the aldermen by tho hand, so to 
speak, and consulting them, you keep them 
out of your confidence. The aldermen who 
sat here last year bitterly complained of 
this matter. I know I don't want a scat 
here next year if this feeling ia going to ex 
iat. I don't want no fighting. 

The Matob — I have always endeavored 
to treat everyone properly, but when I see 
iiuch a reaolution as this it is a poor return. 
For what reason should I suppress ony- 
thing? Tho Steinberg matter was a claim 
for $l,,')00 damages, caused by tho raia- 
ing of a dam threo years ago. It 
went to tho Water CommisaionerH, 
and tho former commiadoner roport 
ed that the facta wore directly 
contrary to what Mr. Steinberg aaid. We 
have no lime to bring up letters or anything 
in iheae frivolous motiona. Tlie alderman who 
elao if aldermen are to waste ao much tiino 
haa brought in this resolution has done 
more to bring municipal institutions into 
disKraco than any other man since I can re- 
member. 

Ald. Mt;SN' suggested that the mover 
should wiLlidruw tho resolution, now thut it 
hud served tho purpose of airing tho griev- 
ance, which he thought waa a genuine ono. 
He knew that people hud come up to him 
und had said, "What aro you elected for 2 
la tho Mayor tho whole Counoil, and nro 
you afraid to demand tho communications';" 

Thk Mayor said the alderman must bo 
aware that all communications could bo 
seen »t the City Clerk's oihco. 

Ald. Munn replied that the aldermen 
having £b make their livins had not time to 
aoaroh the clerk's office. He thought a list 
of communications should be prepared and 
furnished each alderman. 

Ald. Baker- Thero is nothing in the last 
portion of tho resolution that you're an- 
noyed ut, Mr. Mayor. We might pass that. 
It's only with tho first that you were an- 
noyed. 

Tun Mayor — Oh, I am not annoyed. 
You couldn't annoy me. Don't imagine it ! 

Ai.i). Bakku— Im only asking what you 
would UBk yciurHolf in parlininent. 

Tin: Mavou — In all my parliamentary 
expcrieiioo I never accused anyone of sup- 
pre.s-^lng doeurnonta unless I knew that he 
had (iinio ao. 

AlJ). I'l'.i.vKA said uB to tho Stoinhergor 
muttiir, of which ao much hud been made, 
ho know that Mr. Steinberger hud been 
stirred up for all that wuh in him. If it 
could bo shown that any important com- 
munications had been withheld from tho 
Council, lui would vote for a reaolution 
drawn witli aoiiio Honae of the dcoency und 
propriety connected with deliberative 
bodies, but, not for a reaolution of this class, 

AI..D. Styles thought that a portion of 
the roanlutinn ahould lin withdrawn, 

Th« Mayor— Thero is not a word of sense 
or good grammar in it, and we've wasted an 
hour on it, while importimt business ia wait- 
ing. Thia ia not a villugo council, but a 
city couuoll. 

The resolution was then put and lost. Aid. 
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Robertson, Baker and Bragg alone voting 

for it. 

The Mayor— The names ought to be 
handed down to poaterity! 

The Counoil then went into committee on 
tho by-law respecting sower connections, 
which was duly reported. 

Tho hack by-law, which pueaed through 
com'Tiittee at the !a;t meetia", ^is then 
called, but Aid. Belyea declared it was not 
worth whilu proceeding with it, or going to 
the expense of advertising a by-law which 
made ao littlo change. After diacuasion the 
Council again went into committeo, and 
Aid. Munn proposed an amendment provid- 
ing that on Government atreet tho hacks 
shall stand at least forty feet apart, and 
not more than two to any block. Before 
this had been passed upon the committee re- 
ported progress, and the Council adjourned 
at 11:10.
